The enemy is retreating on the 
whole front of sixty-nve miles from 
the Soissons-Laon road to Grand Pre, 
north of the Argonne forest, and also 
from the north bank of the Suippe 
river to Champagne. 
The enemy is falling back toward 
Vouziers. 
Latest allied reconnaissances show 
that the Germans have nothing of a 
military nature afloat and nothing 
in the air along the Flemish coast. 
The Germans are now engaged In 
blocking the harbors of Ostend and 
Zeebrugge. 
Reports on Friday show that the 
Germans are falling back on sixty-five 
miles of front beginning east of Lens 
and extending around the big Cam- 
brai-Le Cateau-St. Quentin salient to 
south of St. Quentin, and approxi­ 
mately si?ty-flve miles from the Sois- 
sons-Laon road eastward to Grand 
Pre in Champagne.

Very few of the club owners hold the 
opinion, apparently, that it will be 
possible to resume league operations 
next Spring. If such proves to be the 
case and there are few indications 
to the contrary, it would appear that 
the majority of players who figured 
in the 1918 pennant races will not 
receive contracts during the early 
months of next year. 
According to the present system it 
is mandatory upon the clubs to renew 
their options or reserve clause upon 
players not later than January I each 
year and to follow this action by 
mailing contracts to the players not 
later than February I. 
It is 
ex­ 
tremely doubtful if this procedure 
will be followed in 1919. Under the 
ordinary ruling a player who did not 
receive his contract by March I would 
become a free agent and upon the 
resumption of big Teague baseball 
would be in a position to sell his ser­ 
vices to the highest bidder. 
It is understood, however, that the 
magnates will hold that the business 
of baseball was suspended under in­ 
structions from the government and 
that since the right to operate was 
beyond their control all contracts and 
other legal phases are suspended au­ 
tomatically. Under this construction 
the contract of the player carries over 
until such time as the 
government 
gives consent for a renewal of the 
business of baseball. 
Thus if 
the 
professional leagues do not resume 
until 1920 the year of 1919 would be 
considered as non existent in so far 
as it might affect a player’s con­ 
tract. 
There is still another angle to the 
proposition which involves the mag­ 
nates and the two major leagues as 
individuals and co-operating business 
organizations. 
It might be held to 
be within their rights to refuse to 
negotiate with or for the services of 
a player who, previously to the sus­ 
pension of the game, was the prop­ 
erty of another club. If such action 
were generally adopted the player 
would be obliged to report«back to 
his original club for a renewal of his 
contract or a release ,if ho desired to 
re-enter - play in either of the big 
leagues. - %. -■

We are be­ 
ginning to know the songs they sing 
and the phrases they use. 
“To msny of us they were a com­ 
plete mystery at first. We had heard 
of America only as a distant country. 
Then suddenly they were in France— 
tall, well-trained men with a genius 
for making friends and adapting 
themselves to new conditions. We 
watched them with curiosity'at first, 
surprised to find how like they were 
to other med. 
T m i, before we had quite recov­ 
ered from the first*pleasant surprise, 
they were fighting—making a repu­ 
tation iii a* trade where the test is 
not easy. They came up from their 
villages singing, and filtered into the 
trenches, more and more of them 
each day. The papers began to talk 
about their fighting, but we thought 
‘Surely they cannot be doing much 
yet.* And then all at once we began 
to see it for ourselves, and we were 
of the opinion straightway that the 
papers had not grasped the wonder of 
the facts. 
“They were so keen and so fresh, 
those first Americans. And every day 
others as keen and fresh are going 
up to the line, and every day their 
places are being taken in the tillages 
by yet others. 
“They are merry and light-hearted 
but underneath they are taking this 
business very seriously, and some of 
their talk shows it. That’s the way 
to take one’s fighting, you know— 
neither too much. in earnest—which 
is morbid—nor too much as a Joke— 
which is foolish.

JAPANESE OUTCASTS

or The Associated Press)—Japanese 
reformers, stirred by the recent food. 
riots in which the “eta” or outcast 
class of society took 
a prominent 
part, are advocating the abolition of 
the caste regulations which hedge 
f°®u t1_tbe8e people on 
the ground 
that the restrictions are distinctly 
out of consonance with the spirit of 
modern Japan. 
The 
eta” might be compared to 
the pariahs of India. They number 
more than 1,000,000 and are said to 
be the descendants of Korean cap­ 
tives brought to Japan during the 
wars of the sixth 
century. 
Others 
trace their Origin to the introduction 
of Buddhism in Japan in the eighth 
century when the taking of animal 
life was looked upon by adherents 
of the new faith with abhorrence and 
disdain. From the earliest days the 
“eta” have been slaughterers of cat­ 
tle and other livestock and today the 
majority of these people obtain their 
livelihood as butchers and tanners. 
Legally the “eta” have the same 
rights as other Japanese but social­ 
ly they are outcaste. Forbidden to 
mingle with high-class Japanese or to 
marry outside their own caste, the ab 
batoir workers and 
their 
families 
live together in towns and villages in 
western and southern Japan..Includ­ 
ed in their number are many radi­ 
cals who see in the growing spirit of 
democracy an opportunity to end for­ 
ever for themselves and children the 
social ostracism to which for centur­ 
ies their forbears have been sub­ 
ject. 
The rice disturbances gave the 
“eta” the opportunity to show their 
disapproval of existing conditions. 
Many of their women in the city of 
Osaka led attacks upon food deal­ 
ers and property. With the settlement 
of the trouble Japanese editors and 
publicists suggest the “eta” should 
be brought out of their settlements 
and encouraged to live and associ­ 
ate with their socalled betters as a 
part of the plan to more thoroughly 
democratize Japan.
